After the usual preliminaries of the 


Senate, the report of the Judieittrj 
Committee on Senate Bill No. .14 wa 
read and tabled, to be taken up with 
the bill 


Senator Rice reported Senate Bit 


No 15, for recodifylng the Civil Code 
received from the printer. 


Under order of the day, House Bll 


No. 11, relating to the sale of foreign 
newspapers, came up for third read 
Ing. Passed by unanimous vote. 


Senate Bill No. 14 came up. for sec 


ond reading. The following report 
the Judiciary Committee was read: 


"The Judiciary Committee,, to whom 


was referred Senate Bill No. 14, being 
an Act to amend Section 12 of Act $ of 
the Acta of the Executive and AdviB 
ory Councils of the Republic of Ha 
wati, beg leave to "report that the; 
recommend the title of the bill to bi 
amended so as to read as follows: 


" 'An Act to" amend Sec. i2 of Act S 


of the Executive and Advisory Coun 
cils of the Republic of Hawaii, ap- 
proved Oct 4,1894, relating to elections 
and contested seats in the Legislature* 


"They recommend that Section 1 be 


amended so that it ehall_ read as fol 
lows: 
Sec. 1—Section li of Act 8 o 


the Acts of the Executive and Advisory 
Councils of the Republic of Hawaii 
entitled. 'An'Oil relating to elections 
and i*mtested "seats in the Legislature, 
approved Oct. 4,1894, is hereby ame 
ed so that the same shall read as fol 
lows: 'Section 12.—At the hearing tin 
Court shall cause the evidence to be 
reduced In writing in full, or sufficient 
ly to ascertain all the facts involved 
and shall thereupon give judgmen 
stating all findings of facts and the law 
thereupon, which shall then be trans 
mltted In full to the Minister of the 
Interior. If such findings shall be tha 
the election was Invalid, or the sea 
vacant, a new election shall be ordera 
by said Minister, but in case the salt 
Court shall decide who of the candi- 
dates has been elected, the said Min- 
ister shall forthwith sign and transmit 
to said candidate a certificate of elec- 
tion.' 


"The object of the bill is to authorize 


the Minister of the Interior to issue a 
certificate of election to the party who 
has been decided by the Supreme Court 
to be entitled to the seat when the elec- 
tion had been contested. The law as 
present upon the statute books does not 
in fact give that power, although it may 
be inferred. We recommend that the 
bill pass as amended." 


The bill, with the report, were re- 


ferred to the Printing Committee for 
the necessary revision in the typewrit- 
ten copy. 


Senate Bill No. 15 was read by title 


and referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 


Under suspension of the rules- Sena- 


tor Waterhouse moved to reconsider 
the vote referring Senate Bill No. 12, 
relating to licenses, to the Committee 
on Commerce, and refer the bill to the 
Judiciary Committee. Carried. 


Adjourned. 


House of Representatives. 


Minister Cooper announced that the 
lablnet would like to meet the House 
iommlttee on Commerce and Agricult- 
ure at 3:30 o'clock In the afternoon. 


A Communication from the Senate 


announced the passage in third reading 
of House Bill No. 5. relating to the 
^reservation of records and dockets of 
district magistrates, and its handing 
over to the Committee on Passed Bills, 
'he communication further announced 
hat after the second reading of House 
Bill No. 2, relating, to the creation of 
ne additional port of entry at Keala- 
ieakua, the same had been laid on the 
table. 


Hop. Hannna Inquires. 


Rep. Hanuna propounded the follow- 


ng questions to the Minister of the In- 
,erlor: 


"First—In regard 
to the powder 


magazine, does the Government In- 
end to move said magazine to another 
tlace? 


"Second—Is not the land now occu 


iled by the magazine suitable for the 
urpose of homestead lots?" 
Minister King answered that the 


matter of moving the magazine had 
ieen 
under consideration for some 


time, but, as yet, no plan had been de- 
cided upon. 


In regard to the use of the land for 


homestead 
purposes, such 
matters 


should be referred to the Survey De- 
partment. 


Speaker Naone announced the third 


reading of the Registration bill on the 
order of the day. 


; ,Rep. Richards reported House Bills 
Nos. i and 8, typewritten. 
i, 
Registration BUI. 


Under the Registration bill. Rep 


Winston objected 
to the provision 


wJUch would require the registration o 
tourists after baying resided in the 
country for three months. Many peo 
pie who come here want to remain 
jrnore than three months. Sometimes 
they are here for six months. 
The 


provision would be a hardship tc 
them. 


Minister Cooper said that he believe 


the limit should be placed at six 
months. 


Minister Smith said that it was no 


the intention that the law should b 
made burdensome. In his own mini 
there was a misgiving as to whethe 
three months was not too great a Urn 
it;- The law was intended for a certain 
class of'people who took advantage o 
everV loophole to stay ta the country 
without being identified. 
''Sep. Winston wanted.to know if thi 
would'not apply as well to three as 
sIx.monthB. 


Minister Smith explained that h 


thought three months was too great 
limit Too long a period would end 
the defeat of the law. Two month 
tfduld be ample. Reference was mad 
to" Commissioner Marsden in his trav 
els. He bad stated that no hardshi 
bad been felt by him in .being require 
to register. Minister Smith though 
that registering would prevent sus 
picion being directed upon people in 
terested. 


"Rep. Winston suggested that if th 


v^ttomey-General would remove vhJ 
irioiion 
of 
making the limit tw 


months, he would remove his motion o 
six, but the Attorney-General sail 
"No," and Mr. Winston sat dovrn. 
; Minister.Damon said that the whol 
bill was against the freedom of th 
people and against the Hawaiian. Th 
only time the Hawaiian wanted to b 
registered was at his birth and death 
No restriction should come in between 
.these% two- events. There should b 
perfect, freedom of movement on the 
part of every one, and he should fee 
under no restriction to come and go as 
It;seemed fit to him. 
'; I^epognant to Minister Cooper. 
.vjf Jwster<tooper said that the bill was 
repugnant as it stood. Every effort 
should be made to render it as unob 
jectlonable as possible to people wh 
come into the country. More than hal 
of the tourists who visi^ the country 
come for more than three months. 


Minister Smith said that at the las 


special session the bill had been re 
ferred to a commission, and that afte. 
careful consideration by that bodj 
it had come up for consideration at th 
present session. He hoped that differ 
ences of opinion on the part of the Min 
isterst would not >be 
misconstrued 


Each had a right to his own opinion 
Many of the laws made were not for the 
honest citizen who was willing at al 
times to bear his share of the burden 
as such, but they were intended to 
reach a class of people who were try 
ing, to evade the laws. Every hones 
and /law-abiding citizen should be 
willing 10 undergo J. littlo Inconven 
fence for the good of the country. The 
law was not aimed at the Hawaiians 
not at the honest people but at a rov- 
ing class who had no intention of mak- 
ing their home in the country and who 
took advantage of everything offered 
oy the country, taking none of its re- 
sponsibilities. If there was going to 
be any system at all It should be strict 
and effective. Too many loopholes for 
people to crawl out of might not be to 
.he best interests of the country. 


Minister Damon Objects. 


Minister Damon said he had listened 


with attention and pleasure to the 
statement of the Attorney-General, but 
n his mind he had not come down to 
the real principle, the essence, of the 
Jiing. In monarchical countries the 
first point was restriction; In p. reputa- 
lc, freedom was the foundation prin- 
ciple. Minister Damon explained that 
;he law, if passed, would become a 
mrdship in many cases. A man going 
rom Honolulu to Olaa for the purpose 
of improving his coffee lands might 
be asked for his certificate by some 
officer. 
Should he fail to have this 


with him he might be required to go 
o Hllo or Honolulu for it, thus requlr- 
ng him to lose time which might have 
been spent on his land. It seemed as 
f the law was contrary to the principle 
f all free institutions. 


Minister Smith " Heckles." 


Minister Smith asked the Minister of 


finance how It was that the United 
tates had passed a restriction act two 
ears ago, the provisions of which were 
n every way more burdensome and 
ard. 
Minister Damon said that he could 


iot think that the Attorney-General 
as trying to "heckle" a man while at- 
empting to say something. However, 
ince he had asked a question, he was 
ntftled to an answer. 
The Act was 


assed for the express purpose of rid- 
ing the country of the Chinese—for 
he purpose of making the conditions so 
dlous that they would be forced to 
pave the country. 
The conditions 


ere were entirely different. The coun- 
ry was Indebted to that class of labor 
or its wealth. They could not well be 


driven out of the country now. nor 
would It be just or proper to place 
bonds upon them. 
Such laws that 


place restrictions on the freedom of the 
people should be stricken from the stat- 
ute books.- Instead of adding restric 
tions they should be removed. 


Hep. Byorofl Favors H. 


Rep. 
Rycroft said he could not see 


the force of the line of argument in 
troiiuced by the Minister of Finance 
Why not throw off all restrictions 
Why get a permit upon leaving the 
country? Why get a ticket at a steam 
ship office? If a man should make up 
his mind to go to Olaa he should think 
about it first and should take along 
with him his registration certificate 
He would In all probability take his 
purse. Why should he not carry his 
certificate? Rep. Rycroft said that 1 
he supposed for one moment the law 
would take one iota from his freedom 
he would not think of voting for it 
In his opinion he would feel freer afte: 
registering. 


Rep. 
Hanuna said that the matter o 


registration was by no means a new 
thing. It had been talspd, about for a 
good many years. 
In his opinion 


there should be some kind of a law an 
he was in favor of shortening the pe 
riod provided for in the bill. There 
had been strange things on Maui 
People who had never been seen ther 
before were found at times, roamin; 
about in various places on the islant 
How did they get there? The surmise 
were that they came along at the aam 
time that opium was supposed to hav 
been landed. Registration would em 
power certain officers to demand cer 
tificates of such people at any and a: 
times. Rep. Hanuna was in favor o 
shortening the period to one month. 


"Rep, Richards Ac'In 
It." 


Rep. 
Richards said that the bill wa 


against the Hawaiians and Anglo-Sax 
ons, and probably others too. He di 
not feel as if he wanted to do the reg 
istering act. 
Perhaps Rep. Rycrof 


thought | the provisions y>f the bll 
would not reach him. Rep. Rtchard 
was in favor of immediate registra 
tion upon arriving in the country. Al 
should be made to do the same thing 
It was a mistake to think that th 
United States would be down on Ha 
waii for making such a law. Tha 
country had had a taste of the sann 
thing. 


Rep. Rycroft said that the membe 


from Hilo did not seem to think tha 
he knew just exactly what be had to 
do. The law was not for him, but for 
safeguards against Asiatics. That 
what it amounted to when boiled 
down. Every honest citizen should b 
willling to' undergo this' litlle- tncon 
venience, if such it really WHS, for thi 
good of the country. 


Favors Chinese. 


Minister Damon spoke again, saying 


that the discussion of one point had let 
into the discussion of the bill as a 
whole. He repeated arguments prevl 
ously stated. Laws antagonistic to 
Chinese could not be well entertained 
In the matter of the enforcement of th< 
provisions of the law by the officers 
there was a chance for a great injus 
tice, such as paying up an old grudge 
During the three years past there ha< 
been no registration law. Why shoulc 
there be a retrogression at this time? 


Minister Smith said that the bill, in 


order to be effective, should be full and 
complete. The argument of the Minis 
ter of Finance that discrimination was 
dangerous seemed to be sound. The 
Constitution provides for legislation on 
any class of people taking up residence 
in the country. This is ambodied in 
the fundamental law of the country 
and was done after deep thought by 
Americans, Europeans and Hawaiians. 
They looked into the future and saw 
conditions that would necesitate such 
a law. The conditions existing, have 
shown the need of legislation. 
The 


United States has awakened to that 
'act, where all are free and equal. The 
aw there is much more harsh and is a 
disgrace to the country; but the con- 
ditions were alllowed to get worse and 
worse, until the people felt that stren- 
uous legislation was necessary. If leg- 
slation had been brought to hear in 
he year 1864, no such outrages as have 
>een done would have taken place. 


Upon motion the section was referred 


to the Judiciary Committee. 


Several changes were made in the 


wording of different sections. 


Rep. 
Hanuna moved that the vote 


on passage of the bill In third reading 
be postponed until the report of the 
committee on the referred section shall 
have been rendered. Carried. 


On motion of Rep. Bond, House took 


a recess at 12:15.

bad Been spend during the past two 
years. 


Minister Cooper replied, $1,748.96. 
Rep. Winston—I have met Hawaiians 


in San Francisco who were ashamed to 
go to the consul. 


Rep. Richards. It la a matter that 


should not be encouraged. They can 
come on sailing vessels when they want 
to. I am in a position to know this. 
They can go into Spreckels' office and 
get passage free. I move the item be 
cut in two. 


Rep. Rycroft—-They may get down all 


right on Spreckels' sailing vessels, but 
it is not ao easy for them to ride free 
or work their way on a Union Pacific 
railway. I would ask the Minister if 
he knows anything about that? 


Minister Cooper—I have not tne spe- 


cific items, but I will say that most of 
the money has been expended In fares 
from the Middle States. I have never 
found an .instance .where sums, have 
been unworthily bestowed. I trust there 
will be nt> redaction in this item. Pass- 
ed as in the bill. 


Expense of Council of State, $200.

Relief to Hawaiian seamen, $1,000. 
Minister Cooper—This Is a new item,

Rep. 
Winston—Does this Include sup- 


port of the military? 


Minister Cooper—Yes, sir.

Kumor That He Hod Tried to Leave 
Town—Denies That He Intended Of- 


Anyone — Heartim Today 


Just before the departure of the Aus- 


tralia on Saturday, and as Julien D 
Hayne was leaving the steamer, Law- 
yer W. A Klnney and a policeman step- 
ped up to him and the officer handed 
him a legal document, which Hayne 
read and then got Into a carriage and 
rode off.

bet he declined to take it, saying that 
he nad a case to come before the court, 
and It he took my case it would preju- 
dice, the very people whom I had an- 
tagonized, against him. 


"He said he supposed I had heard of 


his ease. I told him I had not, but 
would like a copy of the summons and 
complaint He declined to furnish 
them,, saying they were matters of rec- 
ord, but he must decline to supply me 
with copies. In discussing the situation 
he told me he was afraid my visit to 
his office would be prejudicial to him, 
and asked me to communicate anything 
I might have to say in writing, 


"I then turned to W. L. Peterson, the 


young man* who has a desk room in 
Humphries' office, and told him to go 
to the court and secure me a copy of 
the complaint alluded to, not with a 
view to publishing it, because I have 


§ never gone Into the details of private 
' family affairs, but because I thougnt 
the third paragraph in the complaint 
would do to 'point a moral or adorn a 
story.' There the matter ended so tar 
as I knew; but some one had evidently 
hear of my "request, and it was garbled 
in a way that certain Interested people 
thought I intended ventilating Mr. 
Humphries's" case; either In my maga- 
zine or in a newspaper, and I was serv- 
ed, jointly With A, 'S. Humphries, with 
an injunction forbidding me using this 
matter in public print 


"I had mailed a communication to the 


San Francisco Call regarding the 'com- 
mon nuisance* affair, and after I had 
been served with the injunction and 
gone up town it occurred to me that I 
might as well send this Injunction with 
my letter, and let them see how things 
are done here. 


"When I reached the deck of the Aus- 


tralia the second time I met Shahan of 
the Gazette Company, Gallagher of the 
Commercial Journal, and George ^io 
son, correspondent of the San Francisco 
Call, and showed them the Injunction, 
and enjoyed a laugh with them over the 
affair, and remarked that I .would wfite 
something on the back of it and send 
It to the Call. Manson remarked that 
he 'had already sent a copy of the sum- 
mons and complaint in the case' to the 
Call, and asked me to let him have it. 
1 declined, with the remark that as I 
had written about my own case I would 
send this as a sequel. 


"That, Mr. Advertiser, is what I 


know of the case, and from my point of 
view it is a correct statement The in- 
junction will be heard this morning; 
but that's another story. 


"If this thing keeps up I will be con- 


sidered pretty good meat by the attor- 
neys." 


NEW STEAMER PROJECT. 


Kau and Kona to be Benefltted.

A correspondent from Pnnaluu, 


Hawaii, writing to tMs paper, 
speaks as follows regarding a new 
steamer to be pat on the Kona 
and Kan routes: ''There is to be 
a new steamer put on the Kaa 
and Kona routes, in competition 
with the L L 8.

Illness. 


AN <'LD (idVKKNUEM' EMPLOYEE. 


Thirty \ ears In Board of Education. 


A Graduate of Royal School—Once 
In Mercantile Life—A Genial Friend 
to Old 'llmers - Funeral 
Todttj. 


WI'l am Jarres Smith of this city died 


at his home on Be re tan la street next to 
Central Union Church at 9:45 o'clock 
Sunday morning, after a lingering ill- 
ness covering a period of six months, 
the immediate cause of death being 
heart failure 


Mr. Smith was born at Pr.pola, Ta- 


hiti, August 24,1839. He was the eldest 
son of the late Joseph H Smith and

wife, who moved to Honolulu in 1845 
The boy waa then six years of age. He 
was sent to the Royal School, where 
he received Us education, proving one 
of the brightest in the ranks-of that in- 
stitution. When a very young man he 
branched out Into the mercantile busi- 
ness for himself upon the site now occu- 
pied by Ah Lo, at the corner of Chap- 
Iain lane and Nuuanu street, continuing 
for several years. Later he was employ- 
ed with Cleghorn & Co., as clerk, and af- 
terward with Messrs. Grlnbaum & Co. 
in the same capacity. 


In 1865 William James Smith entered 


the employ of the Board of Education 
as its secretary, holding that position 
nearly thirty years, and resigning in 
1894. 


He belonged to the Privy Council of 


State under the monarchy, and was 
decorated by Kalakaua with the Royal 
Order of Kalskaua. and by the Em- 
peror of Japan with the Order of the 
Sacred Treasure. Since his retirement 
from business he has lived very 


He was a well known and highly re- 


spected man, making himself remem- 
bered wherever he went by his quiet 
manner but general good fellowship. 


Mr. Smith was well known to all of 


the older residents of the islands. Since 
his retirement from public affairs he 
has resided quietly at his home on Be- 
retania street. Naturally reserved, he 
made few friends among the new ele- 
ment in society, and confining his social 
list to those who resided here when 
Honolulu was less cosmopolitan than it 
now is. 


He had an unlimited fund of anec- 


dotes in connection with the early days 
of the Board of Education, and it was 
a treat to his friends to listen to his 
reminiscences. 


It is by those friends that Mr. Smith 


will be missed in Honolulu. In his re- 
lations with the people who had busi- 
ness with him In his capacity of secre- 
tary of the Board of Education he was 
uniformly polite and at the same time 
adhering closely to the rules of the 
Board. 


He leaves three sisters to mourn his 


loss — Mrs. J. H .Turton of San Francis- 
co, Mrs. J. A Hasslnger, and Mrs Geo. 
J. Ross of Honolulu. 


The funeral will take place from the 


residence at 3 p, m, today, the Rev. 
Alex Mackintosh officiating. Friends 
are Invited to attend.

A QUESTION OF IRON BUILDINGS. 


A petition will soon be placed before 


the Legislature calling for a revision of 
the law relating to the character of 
buildings within the fire limits, -tjae 
present law requires that buildings 
shall be constructed of either brick, 
stone or iron. It was no doubt the In- 
tention that the law should not only 
result in a better protection of the busl- 
neesss portion of .the city, but also do 
away with the shanty-like structures 
that now grace many of the leading 
streets. Of late, however, there has 
been an epidemic of "lean-tos", built 
of corrugated Iron, which In their con- 
struction come within the letter of the-' 


law. 
These buildings are mere iron 


shells, dropped In here and there on 
the principal street fronts, in a man-; 
ner which, to say the least, does not add' 
to the architectural beauty of the busi- 
ness portion of our city. We know of 
no reason why these buildings should 
not be put up in the rear of business 
blocks, or anywhere out of sight from 
the street. The way they are springing 
up at present, however, not only mars 
the general appearance of the street, 
but often times tends to injure adjoin- 
ing property holders. It will be a wise 
move to keep the number of corrugated 
iron buildings within a minimized 
minimum. 


NECESSITY FOB ACTION. 


The action of the Senate with re- 


gard to the funds of the Board of Edu- 
cation completely paralyzed the action 
of that body. The allowance for pay roil 
was at the rate of $15,000 per month, 
and the actual pay roll for the month 


of February was $15,167.25. Unless the 
House of Representatives comes to the 
rescue it will be impossible to have any 
further expansion of the schools. It is 
very evident that it would be useless to 
build school houses if there are no 
funds to pay teachers to teach in them.

After this law has 
Seen In operation about three years It 
s stated by the planters that Chinese 
coming to the country under its provis- 
ons are constantly deserting the plant- 
ations. Where do they go? No one 
mows. There is no way of tracing

During the last three or four 


nonths about 1,600 Chinese laborers 
iave been brought to the country for 
;he plantations, and of that number 
ifteen or more have deserted and can- 
.ot be found. It is well known that these 
nen did not desert in order to go to an- 
ither plantation. 


So far as the Chinese are concerned, 
he Registration Act is simply a sup- 
plemental law, made necessary in order

CHINESE HAVE GOOD MEMORIES. 


Jas Field Tells About Christmas Day 


Festivities— An llour at the Chinese 
Church—Fireworks Galore—The In- 
lluence of the Church \moii« Them 


HONOLULU, Dec. 26,1895.—Had yes- 


terday been the Fourth of July there 
could not have been less peace on earth. 
Firecrackers took possession of the 
town. Considering the many Sunday 
schools, and the knowledge among, ju- 
veniles of all races of the sign iflcance 
of the day, this anomalous demonstra- 
tion would surprise me, had I not ceased 
to be surprised at anything occurring 
on these islands. A country that rains 
without provocation and stops raining 
without provocation; that Is even ec- 
centric enough to invent a rain war- 
ranted to wet but one side of the street; 
that stamps out cholera in a few weeks, 
though Honolulu has no sewerage sys- 
tem; a country that makes revolutions 
almost without bloodshed and sup- 
presses insurrections through the me- 
dium of those who led them; a coun- 
try that has one season all the year 
around, where all signs fall and mo- 
notony kills time, Is without precedent, 


Yes, I listened to the Christmas ser- 


vice at the English church (St. An- 
drew's Cathedral) to an accompaniment 
of firecrackers. Don't assume that these 
crackers supplied the place of an organ. 
They supplemented It from without, 


a door or window Is shut in Ho- 


aolulu from January to December, so 
what goes on in the open concerns the 
preacher, the speaker and the musician. 
Stone pavements would make life a 
burden. 
' 


I fancy that the use of firecrackers on 
Ihristmas is due to a heterogeneous lot 
of boys, who, having no proper vent for 
their animal spirits, seek solace in the 
most noise to be had for the least 
money. A departing circus that for 
weeks has reaped a rich harvest rather 
clinches a theory that I am ready to re- 
nounce on the presentation of a better. 


Chrlstlanizlne of the Chinese. 


Whatever doubt there may be as to 


the advisability 
of attempting to 


Christianize the Chinese on their na- 
tive heath, there can be no question 
about the value of the work done here 
among the Chinese by P. W. Damon, 
a son of the old Bethel missionary, 
rather Damon, and a brother of S. M. 
Damon, the present Minister of Fin- 
ance. As I sat on Christmas eve in the 


hinese church, crowded to suffocation 


with the parents, sisters, cousins and 
aunts of the children who were to cele- 
brate the birth of Christ, I saw some 
rood in a system of contract labor that 
:n a few years has well-night converted 
these islands into an Asiatic colony. 
Assuming that the majority of Chinese 
parents send their children to Sunday 
school for the purpose of gaining knowl- 
edge of English, Anglo-Saxon influence 
s bound to impress pliant children. The 
growth of seed thus planted may be 
slow, but with so tenacious a race it is 
sure. The Chinese have memories. 


"Why do you put all the women on 


one side of the church and all the men 
on the other?" I asked Mr. Damon, who 
was talking Chinese to the boys engag- 
!d in lighting the great Christmas tree. 


"Because it is the Chinese custom. 


!n China a partition separates the sexes 
:n public. We have done away with 
.hat, but we can't reform too fast,-you 
mow. Some of our boys have cut off 
their pigtails, and gradually we are 
making headway. Did you know that 
this country is the first to abolish the 
small feet torture? No Chinese girls 
born or reared here can be subjected to 
that outrage." 


So the leaven works. 
The exercises that evening consisted 


of songs, anthems and recitations, as 
well rendered as could be expected from 
ittle people who, with the least of mu- 
sical ears, are wrestling with a strange 
:ongue and a new kind of civilization. 
What struck me most was the earnest- 
ness of the wee kindergarteners and 
the intense interest of the adult audi- 
ence, arrayed in their finest silks and 
embroideries, when they had them 
Mothers with babies, little girls carry- 
ing younger children, listened and look- 
ed with an eagerness that, to me, was 
pathetic. That night wits an oasis In 
their patient, barren, hard-working 
lives.

pended unless It becomes necessary. It 
is somewhat problematical at present 
what the result of the Land Act will 
be. If it Is a success, as it seems likely 
it will be, the work of carrying it out 
will rapidly Increase, and'if the lands 
are taken up as they are opened up 
and become available, it will be neces- 
sary to employ 'rangers to ^watch the 
lands and see that the conditions upon 
which they are acquired are carried 
out. We therefore recommend that, 
this item pass. 


Bureau of Survey. 


"We have carefully investigated and 


considered the appropriations for sal- 
aries under this head, and 'we are of 
the opinion that they should pass at 
the rates fixed in the bill. A great deal 
of work is being done in this bureau, 
and much more is reqired to be done. 


To cut down the staff of the bureau 


would be to cripple this branch of the 
Government. We recommend that the 
word 'engineer be stricken out of the 
fourth, fifth and sixth lines as being 
inappropriate. 
The salaries ^ therein 


provided for are for surveyors.and for 
draughtsmen." 


On motion of Rep. Kamauoha, report 


•of committee accepted and laid on the 
table, to be considered with the Ap- 
propriation bill. 


Rep. Rycroft reported for the Com-

guese at Lusltana Hall for the purpose 
if continuing tbe work of tbe prevloqs 
inthusiastic meetings, ajid it was de- 
:lded that the Portuguese should pe- 
ition the Legislature in a body Wed> 
lesday morning between the hours of 


i and 12. This was the unanimous 
onvictlon of the meeting, and the mat- 
er was left ia the hands of a commit- 
ee to be reported on at a meeting to be 
eld this evening. In order to clear up 
he position of the Portuguese and'to 
et their action and stand clearly before 
he public, a Portuguese prominent in 
iusiness circles of the city was called 
n last night and spoke as follows: • ; 


You are aware that for a long time 


he laboring men have been trying to 
o something toward stopping the con- 
inuous 9o-,v of Asiatic laborers into the 
ountry. You are also aware that these 
fforts have proven spasmodic and 
ruitless. 
'' 


The Portuguese form a large pro- 


portion of the laboring people ota the' 
slands, and wben it was proposed tbat 
bey maljp some stand tbey fell in line 
willingly. 


"Before proceeding any further you 


must understand that the Portuguese 
did not club together as Portuguese 
or tbe sole purpose of protecting their 
own^interests. Tbat is not the point 
at all. 
They did this because they 


.bought a better beginning of the fight 
against the Asiatics could be accom- 
>lished in that manner. We are heart 
ind hand with every laboring mant 
barrrtng the Asiatics, and we shall con- 
.inue to be as long as we are on Ha- 
waiian soil. 


"Meetings have been held and we 


bave steadily worked the matter up 
until the decision to place the matter 
>efore the law makers of the country in 
wo petitions, most reasonable and just, 
searing upon the question of labor. 
That we expect a favorable answer to 
hese goes without saying. 


"I cannot give you the exact contents 


of these petitions, since they have not 
been perfected yet, but I will tell you 
hat they are for tbe protection-of the 
nterests of the laboring class who are 
good citizens of the Republic.

"Yes, we shall march to the Execu- 


tive building grounds Wednesday morn- 
ng, and we shall present our petition 
to the Legislature.

'Why do we intend going en masse? 


Just to lend force to the thoughts ex^- 
>ret>sed in the petitions, and to show the 
jovernmeut that they have the backing 
of a goodly portion of the laboring 
class. 
• '• 


"We have come to a point .where 


something, must be done. That sounds 
rather like a hollow statement, for the 
thoughtless often use it and mean nothi- 
ng;; but we have awakened to the fact 
that we must put upon o$ respective 
homes the sign, 'For Sale,' if a radical 
change is not introduced, soon.. And 
is that a very pleasant thought for peo- 
ple who bave labored conscientiously 
and who have made their homes in the 
country, spent their money here and 
paid their taxes? 


We have learned that there is soon 


to be another lot of 1,500 Japanese ship* 
ped into the country. Why? Because 
contracts have expired on the planta- 
tions. Does that mean that 1,500 Jap- 
anese will step out of the country? 
Well, the experience of the past is re? 
futation enough. Some will come tc 
Honolulu and engage in various occu- 
pations, good, bad and Indifferent. Oth- 
ers will scatter over the islands. What 
are they doing? 
Taking the bread 


out of the mouths of the laboring man 
and his family. I tell you the question 
is a grave one and must be dealth witt 
immediately. 


"We do not suppose that these pe» 


titions will settle tbe whole matter 
We simply .intend them as a beginning 
and hope that they will prove a gooc 
one with the support of the laboring 
class, barring the Asiatics."
